SHOOTS WITH DEADLY AIM|

Richmond, Va., October 26,—(Special.)— 
Hon. Willlam B. Pendleton, ex-member of 
Virginia legislature and a staff officer in 
the confederate army, shot and killed 
William Francisco, at Cuckoo, in Louisa 
county, this morning. 
curred in front of the store of Dr. P. B. 
Pendleton, and death resulted in ten min- 
utes. Pendleton was placed under arrest. 

The tragedy was the outgrowth of a 
quarrel between neighbors. The men had 
not been on friendly terms for some time. 
They owned adjoining farms, and Pendle- 
ton objectéd to Francisco driving through 
his lands. He had threatened the arrest 
of his neighbor, and had gone to Cuckoo, 
it is said, to carry out his threat, when 
he met Francisco. Hot words passed, 
and Pendleton, drawing his pistol, fired 
with deadly aim. It is claimed by the 
friends of Pendleton that Francisco* had 
made threats against him, and’ the cap- 
tain, who has but one leg, had been Garn- 
ed to carry a pistol and be prepared for 
trouble. 


Francisco was a well-known man. He 


The shooting oc- 


was related to Peter Francisco, the physi- 
cal giant of the revolutionary war, who 
is buried in Shackoe Hill cemetery here. 
He married Miss Waddey, a mersber of 
a prominent Louisiana family, and is sur- 
vived by his wife and four children. 

Francisco was a modest, quiet man, and 
was highly esteemed. Pendleton belongs 
to one of the most prominent families in 
Virginia. He represented his county in 
the house of delegates at the session of 
1897-98. The captain was graduated at 
the government military institute short- 
ly before the war. He was one of the 
cadets that Stonewall Jackson command- 
ed at Charleston, W. Va., when John 
Brown was executed. 

Captain Pendleton entered the war as 
adjutant on General William B. Taliafer- 
ro's staff. In one of the early engage- 
ments he lost a leg. Two or three of his 
brothers were killed in the war. 

An uncle, Rev. Dr. William K. Pendle- 
ton, of Bethany, W. Va., married a 
daughter of Alex Campbell, the celebrat- 


ed preacher and founder of the denomina- 
tion known as the Disciples o. Christ. 
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men of Illinois. In sheer

Palice on foot to the number of 
100 controlied the throng and forty mount- 
ed ones acted as the governor's body 
guard through the streets. Some minutes 
before train time the reception committce 
arrived at the station. There Was an 
open carriage for the. governor. In it 
were General Francis V. Green and 
Secretary George R. Manchester, of the 
county committee, and Cornelius N.

Birmingham, Ala., October 26.—(Spectal.) 
B. A. Spriggs, W. L. Pruett, Eugene Rey- 
nolds, W. H. Bentley and John A. Perry 
have been arrested at Anniston upon the 
charge of conspiracy and counterfeiting.

He has announced his in- 
tention of introducing in the next few 
days a bill calling for county dispensaries 
which will give each county the author- 
ity of voting for or against the dis- 
pensary system, such as the one now in 
force in Clarke county. This bill was 
mentioned at the caucus on Thursday, 
but it is understood that no indorsement 
was given to the idea. The fact fs that 
the friends of prohibition in Georgia are 
not satisfied with the suggestion, and de- 
sire a measure similar in some respects 
to the Willingham bill, but not so radical 
in terms as that measure, As the rumor 
goes, Representative Wright is not will- 
ing to father a bill like the one defeated 
at the last session of the last legisla- 
ture.

JUDGE CANDLER’S 
SENTENCE IMPRESSIVE. 


In pronouncing sentence on Pau! Rain- 
water, Judge Candler said: 

“In many respects this is one of the 
saddest cases I have ever heard. I can 
readily understand how this jury, com- 
posed, for the most part, of men with 
boys of their own, should render this ver- 
dict and recommend this young man to 
the mercy of the court. But neither this 
verdict nor my sentence can bring back 
the dead boy, nor lessen the pain of the 
parent’s hearts arising from his unfort- 
unate taking off. I can only pronounce 
the sentence which tne law demands as 
a punishment for the crime of which the 
defendant has been found gullty. 

“The dead boy and the Hving were 
neither vicious nor bad. The life was 
lost in a foolish, boyish fight, which the 
two_older boys, who were present, ought 
to have stopped, rather than, I fear, 
they encouraged. The brown eves of my 
own boy, and the accident which might 
happen to mé, are now appealing to me 
for this boy, while my sympathy as a 
father goes out to the parents of thé dead 
boy, who lost his life for the sake of his 
younger brother. Ah! if men and boys 
would be more like their sisters and 
mothers and less like beasts! Here is a 
bright life lost, and, I fear, anothes 
wrecked, in that of this boy now to be 
sentenced. 

“TIT hope that the sentence which I must 
now impose upon this poor boy, who I 
know ha@ already suffered: who I see is 
prematurely aged; who has now the 
haunted look which its always in the eyes 
of tne one who, forgetting that he Is 
his brother's keeper, takes a life—will de- 
ter some other hasty hand; will cause 
the quick words of anger to pause upon 
the lips of some when tempted to insult.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


An Atlanta woman has solved a prob- 
lem which has worried her sex ever since 
long skirts came into fashion. That prob- 
lem was how to Keep skirt bottoms from 
getting soiled when the streets are slushy. 
The method adopted by the Atlanta wo- 
man is superlatively unique, but at the 
same time very simple. 

Heretofore the only method adopted by 
women for keeping their trails out of the 
mud was to hold them with their hands, 
but this never worked well,especially when 
a woman had to carry bundles in her 
arms which .orced her to choose between 
dropping the bundles or letting the skirt 
take the slush.

The young man was Charles Kappeler 
en route from the Philippines to his home 
at Portiand, Me. He was in Funston’'s 
command and saw a lot of active service, 
but one day after “hiking’’ at dougle- 
quick in pursuit of Filipinos, something 
went wrong with Kappeler’s head. The 
world turned dark before his eyes, his 
musket dropped, and, whirling round and 
round, he fell to the ground unconscious. 
The Filipinos were firing on the Ameri- 
cans when Kappeler fell and his com- 
rades supposed he had been killed. But 
when the rebels were driven off and 
Kappeler was carried back to camp it 
was found that he was untouched. There 
was not a scratch on him, but he did not 
recover consciousness. He was put into 
the hospital at Manila and remained there 
more than a year, 

‘T was unconscious. fora month,” the 
deaf and dumb man saidin sign langauge, 
‘and when I came to a Red Cross nurse 
was giving me whisky and putting ice 
on my head. I saw by the movement 
of her lips that she was speaking to me, 
but I could not hear what she said. It 
soon dawned on me that | was deaf, and 
I gradually lost the power of speech, for, 
as I could not hear what | was saying, I 
could not form the words. At last I en- 
tirely lost the power of speech, and now I 
am going home deaf and dumb.”’ 

Judging from the conversation of legis- 
lators at the Kimball yesterday, there is 
going to be a hard fight over the Wight 
bill to repeal the amendment allowing the 
people to elect judicial officers.

My opinion is that the opposition 
to election by the people comes from a 
lot of aspirants who think their chances 
would be better before the legislature 
than before the people.’’

The county court of Washington was 
established in 1895, but it was sought to 


establish the court under the general act 
of 1872, which did not, by express local 
legislation, apply to W ashington county. 

The opinion delivered by Justice Cobb 
on the illegality of the Washington coun- 
ty court is as follows: | 

“We have, after a careful consideration 
of the case, reached the conclusion that 
there was no authority of law for the 
establishment in March, 189, of a county 
court in Washington county in the man- 
ner. in which that court was sought to be 
therein established, and but one further 
question needs to be alluded t# before fi- 
nallv disposing of the case. 

“It is said the court has been in exist- 
ence for more than five years, that it has 
rendered judgments in civil cases aggre-

A portion of the city was in total dark- 
again last night, and pedestrians 
and persons rifing ir vehicles or on bt- 
cycles had the greatest difficulty getting 
along without accidents,

police nearly every day. 

Patrolmen are required to make a writ- 
ten report of lights out every night, and 
to give some idea of how the city has 
been {in darkness recently, the following 
are the reports made for the night of 
October 24th, which was Wednesday 
night: 

“Circuit No. 15, all out from 7 
o’clock.”’ | 

‘Circuit No. 5, 
fifteen minutes,”’ 

“Lights out on Butler street from El- 
lis to the end of that street from dusk 
until 12:30 o'clock.” 

“West End circuit out 
o'clock, a. m."’ 

“Light out from 3 a. m. to 5:20 a. m. at 
Forsyth and Peters street." 

That is the record for one night, and 
when a “circuit” is reported as being out 
that means many are lights. 

On October 18th it was reported that 
circuit No. 6 was entirely out for nearly 
three hours, and two other lights in oth- 
er portions of the city. 

On October 16th all the lights were out 
in West End from dark until 11 o'clock. 

On October 17th Of{Yceer Dorsey reported 
that all the Nights were out between Fair 
and Pulliam streets for one hour on Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 
This took in nearly all the second ward. 

The office of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company was asked about the matter 
rhursday evening by a reporter of The 
Constitution, and it was stated that ow- 
ing to the placing vt new machinery 
some of the circultS were ‘‘turned on a 
little late.”’ 

Last night when asked about the city 
being in darkness on the south side, the 
reply was that one of the machines had 
burned out, and that the defect would 
soon be remedied. 

The police state that the darkness is 
causing much trouble and complaint, and 
increases the liabi'ity of accidents, while 
thieves and footpads might get in their 
work,

_ CITY IN DARKNESS 
Portions of the of Without Arc Lights 
Again Last Night. 
REPORTS MADE BY POLICE 


C:ty Was in Darkness on Many 
Nights of Late. 


WHAT THE ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY SAYS 


Complaint Is Made by People Resid- 
ing in the Darkened Districts— 
Accidents May Happen. 


A portion of the city was in total dark- 
again last night, and pedestrians 
and persons rifing ir vehicles or on bt- 
cycles had the greatest difficulty getting 
along without accidents, 

Crew street, Capitol avenue and other 
streets Im the second and third wards 
Pwere without a single light for about two 
hours, between 8.8 and 10:30 o'clock. 

The same thing has occurred so often 
recently, that complaint is going into the 
police nearly every day. 

Patrolmen are required to make a writ- 
ten report of lights out every night, and 
to give some idea of how the city has 
been in darkness recently, the following 
are the reports made for the night of 
October 24th, which was Wednesday 
night: 

“Circuit No. 15, all out from 7 
o*clock.”’ | 

‘Circuit No. 5, 
fifteen minutes.”’ 

“Lights out on 
lis to the end of 
until 12:30 o'clock.” 

“West End circuit out 
o'clock, a. m.’’ 

“Light out from 3 a. m. to 5:20 a. m. at 
Forsyth and Peters street.’ 

That is the record for one night, and 
when a ‘‘circuit’ is reported as being out 
that means many are lights. 

On October 18th it was reported that 
circuit No. 6 was entirely out for nearly 
three hours, and two other lights in oth- 
er portions of the city. 

On October 16th all the lights were out 
in West End from dark until 11 o'clock. 

On October 17th Offteer Dorsey reported 
that all the lights were out between Fair 
and Pulliam streets for one hour on Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday | nights. 
This took in nearly all the second ward. 

The office of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company was asked about the matter 
rhursday evening by a reporter of The 
Constitution, and it was stated that ow- 
ing to the placing vt new machinery 
some of the circuits were ‘‘turned on a 
little late.”’ 

Last night when asked about the city 

being in darkness on the south side, the 
reply was that one of the machines had 
burned out, and that the defect would 
soon be remedied. 
- The police state that the darkness 
causing much trouble and complaint, anu 
increases the liabi'ity of accidents, while 
thieves and footpads might get in their [ 
work, 

On account of the many large shade 
trees, when Atlanta is without lights it 
is about as dark as a city can be.

The aged white convict peered through 
the prison bars and whispered: 

“Liquor got me in here.” 

The old man had been brovght into the 
police barracks for safekeeving, and he 
was dsked what had brought his gray 
hairs into a prison cell. 

‘‘Mvy name is George Lewis,’ he contin- 
ued, ‘and [I am nearly seventy years of 
age. I sold some whisky over in a dry 
county and J] got four months for it. You 
see, Fannin county is mighty dry, and 
they watch a fellow awful close when he 
tries to sell any of the stuff. But really, 
I was not to blame. Another man put the 
whisky in the wagon and got me to de- 
liver it.

The officers had to ho!d him in the 
wagon by main force, for the negro made 
attempt after attempt to leap from the 
patrol wagon to avoid the lightning 
which he firmly believed was playing 
about his head. 

At the police barracks he had to 
carried to a padded cell and locked up. 
Once Struck by Lightning. 
Robinson is one of the best known negro 
blacksmiths in Atlanta. He has been 

working :n the city for many years. 

Twenty-five years ago, when he was 
about twelve years of age, he was struck 
by lightning near the city and he lay for 
many weeks at the point of death. When 
he recovered he was weak and nervous, 
and aithough he afterwards followed the 
rade of a blacksmith and appeared to be 
and strong, the man was never 
really cured of the prostration which the 
lightning had caused. ‘

Robinson was more quiet last night, be- 
lievine the cell protected -him from the 
lightning’s shafts, but he was not entire- 
ly relieved of his fear, for he every now 
and then said: 

“T be'ieve I smel| brimstone.’’ 

The man will probably be sent 
lunatic asylum. Last night Dr. Hurt, the 
city physician, stated, |after he had ex- 
amined Robinson, that the man was the 
strangest lunatic he had ever seen. 

“Tt can't understand his mania,” stated 
the doctor, ‘‘and if he keeps up the hal- 
lucination he will eventually die of 
fright.”’
